Be it enacted by the people of the State of Nebraska,16
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Section 1. (1) On application to a court of competent1

jurisdiction by any judgment creditor of a member or transferee,2

the court may charge the transferable interest of the judgment3

debtor in the limited liability company with payment of the4

unsatisfied amount of the judgment with interest. To the extent of5

the amounts so charged, the judgment creditor has only the rights6

of the transferee to receive any distribution to which the judgment7

debtor would otherwise have been entitled with respect to the8

interest of the judgment debtor in the limited liability company.9

(2) A charging order entered pursuant to this section10

constitutes a lien on the judgment debtor’s transferable interest11

in the limited liability company.12

(3) This section does not deprive any member or13

transferee of the benefit of any exemption laws applicable to the14

member’s or transferee’s interest in the limited liability company.15

(4) The entry of a charging order pursuant to this16

section is the exclusive remedy by which a judgment creditor of a17

member or transferee may satisfy a judgment out of the judgment18

debtor’s interest in the limited liability company.19

(5) No creditor of a member of a limited liability20

company shall have any right to obtain possession of, or otherwise21

exercise legal or equitable remedies with respect to, the property22

of the limited liability company.23

(6) A third party shall not be liable to a judgment24

creditor for distributions made by such third party directly to the25
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judgment debtor that were made in good faith at the direction of1

the limited liability company.2

(7) This section applies to all limited liability3

companies authorized under the Limited Liability Company Act.4
